Dear Dr. Motner: After flunk¬ 
ing an Insurance exam because 
of Mgh blood pressure, my 
husband, 36, had a complete 
physical by our own doctor, and 
was told to lose 10 pounds and 
restrict the use of salt. 

He last 30 pounds in two years 
and his pressure became nor¬ 
mal, but he has Just flunked 
another Insurance medical. 
Shouldn’t he be getting medica¬ 
tion In addition to dieting? 

Since be Is so young to be; 
starting with high blood pres¬ 
sure, does this mean serious 
trouble sooner rather than later 
In life? • 

He has a relatively placid 
disposition but goes a hectic 
paoe at work. There’s a long 
history of heart trouble in his 
family. What would you say as 
to long range prognosis?—Mr*. 
N. V. 

Not to bs a Polly anna about 
things, I stil esn’t resist saying 
what often is toe truth: some¬ 
times flunking an insurance 
examination makes a man start 
taking care of his health!

begun watching his salt intake, 1 
and evidently brought his Mood 
pressure down to a safer 
level—all of which he outfit to 
have done anyway, of count, 
but bs didn’t until ha got the 
bad news about his examina¬ 
tion. 

Actual health and an exami¬ 
ner’s report are not always 
synonymous however much we 
all—including the Insurance 
companies—wish it could be so.

Prognosis? I couldn't aay, 
except that so long as your 
husband nrinds his doctor and 
watches his weight the prog¬ 
nosis Is certainly better than it 
otherwise would be. Leaving 
aside his hating oat on the 
Insurance, your husband's 
health, happiness and life ex- 
| pectancy may all be much 
I Improved simply because he 
flunked and began taking better 
care of himself.

Canada’s Gold Problem 


Yd»>-biit watch out for % population explosion! 


A S ONE OF THE LEADING COUNTRIES with 
unmined gold reserves, Canada has not yet 
benefitted to any great degree by the recent interna¬ 
tional activities which have raised the price of gold 
in the free trading market 

This is due to the uncertainty that the new free 
gold price will remain at its present premium over the 
pegged price of $35 U.S. an ounce. Since two-tier gold 
was established in April the premium has varied from 
$2 to $7 an ounce and is presently about $5.50. 

Canadian gold producers have the option of 
selling their gold at the premium price or to the mint 
at $35 U.S. an ounce. So far moat of them have been 
reluctant to switch to the premium market, because if 
they do so they are ineligible for the subsidy they may 
claim under the emergency Gold Mining Assistance 
Act 

This act provides that a bounty will be paid to 
producing companies who can prove that without such 
help their activities would be unprofitable, and the 
subsidy can amount to a maximum of $13.50 an 
ounce. This means that the price of free gold has to 
rise considerably above present levels before it 
becomes profitable for the more marginal mining 
companies to make the change. 

When assistance is claimed, the producer must 
sell his gold to the Canadian mint. On this there is no 
option.

Its duty is also to 
help get tilings going again, 
notably making the contacts 
which could facilitate this.

Reds Caught Cold 


Communists in Front 
After Hanging Back

The hurricane of unrest 
which has swept France for 
the post 10 days caught the 
usually disciplined commun¬ 
ists as much oifbase as the 
government itself. But after a 
series of tactical flip-flops, it 
now looks as If the party Is 
where it wants be be — back 
In control. 

"The communists have 
shown themselves in the past 
week to be as much a part of 
tiie establishment of France 
as the GauHiatx," a close 
student of party workings 
remarked so mew hat bitterly. 


Although the government 
and the communists scarcely 
share the same philosophy or 
aims, both have a vested 
Interest In keeping things 
under control. 

Accord ingly, throughout 
these decisive days, the Com¬ 
munist Party has been caught 
between Its natural impulse 
toward extreme militancy, 
and the fact that the militants 
who took over and lead 
France Into this unparalleled 
stoppage of perhaps 10,000,000 
workers and farmers were not 
communists. 


Thus the party almost from 
day to day has first told its 
members not to co-operate 
with "anarchists, Trotskyftes 
and Maoists" who were lead¬ 
ing workers and students 
astray, and they followed this 
by reversing itself In order to 
get out in front of movements 
which It eras not controlling 
and could hot stop.

now have managed to

I am ready this time too, 
hut, this time too, and espe¬ 
cially this time, I need—yes I 
need—the French people to 
aay what they want. Now, our 
constitution provides exactly 
the way to do it It is the most 
direct and most democratic 
way possible: the way of the 
referendum. ,

Taking into account Ihe 
completely exceptional situa¬ 
tion in which we are, I have 
therefore, on the proposal of 
the cabinet, decided to submit 
to the vote of the nation s pro¬ 
posed law In which I will ask 
the nation to give to the state 
and, above all to the chief ot 
state, a mandate for renewal.

Tennis Chiefs Draft Black Book 


LONDON (AP) — Britain's 
lawn tennis chiefs Friday drew 
up their black book on what 
makes an amateur and were de¬ 
termined to send the black list 
to, the International Federation. 

"No one will be spared," said 
Derek Hardwick, chairman of 
the British Lawn Tennis Asso¬ 
ciation. "We want hypocrisy 
cleared up in the game.” , 


Then he added: •’Players like 
Manuel Santana must be recog¬ 
nized as registered players and 
not as pure amateurs. 

The row broke out because 
the United States has said that 
all its tournaments, except 
three, will be open only to pure 
amateurs. 


Players who accept prize 
money or who take expenses in 
excess of those actually in¬ 
curred will be ineligible for the 
American amateur events. 

Under those conditions, 
argued tbe British LTA few—if 
any—of the world’s leading 
players would be able to com¬ 
pete. 


In Britain, there’s only one 
category in tennis: A player. 
The words amateur and profes¬ 
sional don’t exist now. 

“We're going to black list 
players who have been drawing 
excessive expenses and we're 
going to ask that they k*e their 
amateur status,” Hardwick 
said.

These lanky plants needn’t be a total 
lose however, The trick here is to plant 
them on the slant, so the roots are still 
in the warm, upper soil even though the 
bottom leaves are hugging the ground. 

With soy luck, the bare expanse of 
burled stem will put out more roots 
along Its length, end of course, the 
more extensive the root system, the 
better growth you get. 

AAA 

This stunt works well with lanky 
tomato plants, too. Tomatoes always do 
best with their roots In warm soil and 
never amount to a pinch of coon 
feathers when aet too deeply. 

Planted on the slant, witti the roots 
well up in sun-warmed surface roll and 
the long bare stem covered, It will 
almost always push out new root* all 
along the buried stem. Don’t worry if 
the tip of the plant sticks out of the 
ground at a drunken angle — It w01 
soon turn upward and make normal 
vertical growth. 

As a matter of fact, this plant-on-the- 
alant has many advantages In garden¬ 
ing. I have always aet out bedding 
geraniums at a 30-degree angle to the 
ground, pinching out the growing tip of 
the plant at the tame time. Planted 
very firmly in this way, the sloping 


main stem will send up a flowering 
sideshoot from every leaf joint, giving 
three or four heads of bloom on each 
plant rather than one tone duster. 

The latest candidate lor slant- 
planting ’is the rose. Mr. F. F. 
Fairbrother, president of the British ’* 
National Rose Society, describes the 
sloping-bottom planting fade fat detail In , 
his excellent Penguin handbook on J 
rosea, published by the Royal Horti¬ 
cultural Society. 

Mr. Percy Wright of Saskatoon, 
distinguished rose breeder and hybridi¬ 
zer, goes even further — he buries 
almost the whole bush In what tie calls 
the "recumbent" position, with just the 
tips of the pruned stems sticking out of 
the soil surface on the elant.

According to Mr. Wright, the recum¬ 
bent planting method allows cos to • 
place a good length of woody stem 
underground where it wont dry out, yet 
without getting the roots in too deep to 
cold, sterile subsoil. Moreover, with 
many rose varieties, the buried stems 
will push out roots ABOVE the graft 
union. 

While this Ig something to be avoided 
in fruit trees, especially those grafted 
on dwarfing roote, It la highly desirable 
to have your rose bushes growing on 
their own roots.

PARIS (UPI) - President de 
Gaulle's political opponents lost 
little time Friday night in 
denouncing de Gaulle’s plan for 
a referendum in June to give 
him a mandate to end the 
current social revolution in 
France. 

“I am terrified,” said former 
premier Pierre Mendes-France. 

”1 have been expecting some 
concrete proposals. Instead, we 
are being asked to give the 
general a blank cheque. The 
people already have said no.”

Francois Mitterand, leader of 
the non-communist leftist feder¬ 
ation, said his party would vote 
“no to de GauUe^nd no to th# 
referendum.” Mitterand said a 
vote of "yes” to the referendum 
would be “the end of the 
republic.” 

Waldeok Roche*, secretary- 
general of the French Com¬ 
munist Party, said the Gaullist 
government was "condemned 
in the long run” because de 
Gaulle himself admitted it waa 
“very weak.”

Even the extreme rightists, 
the Republican Alliance, issued 
a statement saying de Gaulle 
had enhanced the communists' 
position and demanded the 
president’s resignation. 

Valery Giscard d’Estaing, 
head of the Republican Inde¬ 
pendents, pointedly refused 
comment on the speech. The 
Independents have supported 
the Gaulliets in parliament, 
sometimes hesitantly, enabling 
them to stay in power with less 
than a majority of seats. 

Pierre Abelta, secretary-gen¬ 
eral of tfaa Democratic Centre 
party, aaid "de Gaulle's state¬ 
ment comes too late. It provides 
no true solution to the serious 
problems confronting France.” 

"De Gaulle’s statement 
means nothing, 1 ' Pierre Rocsrd, 
head of United Socialist party 
aaid. 

“By refusing to understand 
what is going on in France, the 
general confirms that this is not 
a political crisis, but a crisis of 
the very regime.”
